Complaints as rail season tickets to London rise by 9.2% 


TRAIN USERS 
'RIPPED OFF'

A DECISION to increase the price of 
rail commuters' season tickets way 
above the average rise has been 
branded a "total insult". 

Chi Item Railways has announced that 
Banbury to London season tickets will rise 

9.2 per cent, the maximum allowed, from 
January 2. 

It means the cost of a 12-month season 
ticket will go up from £4,744 to £5,180, an 
extra £436. A six-month ticket will go from 
£2,732.60 to £2,983.70. 

The Chancellor's autumn statement said 
regulated fares could rise by an average of 

4.2 per cent, one per cent above inflation, 
in 2013 and 2014. 

Last week's news means the operator 
can charge increases of between 0.8 and 

9.2 per cent, as long as its average increase 
is 4.2 per cent. 

But Cherwell Rail Users Group chair¬ 
man Chris Bates said: "Any rise in excess of 
inflation in times of austerity is unjust. 

"A rise of over double the rate of infla¬ 
tion is a total insult to their customers. 

"ChiItem are simply ripping off their 
customers who have no other realistic way 
of getting to their place of work." 

Chi Item's website says its average 
increase is 3.5 per cent, "significantly 
lower than the average industry increase of 
3.9 per cent". 

Commercial director Thomas Ableman 
said the firm had to consider "the long¬ 
term viability of the franchise". 

He said: "We understand that fare 
increases are hard. 

"Currently the costs of running our train 
service are not covered by the fares we 
receive from passengers." 

First Great Western season tickets from 
Oxford to the capital will rise 4.2 per cent, 
taking a 12-month ticket from £4,348 to 
£4,532. 

Yet Mr Ableman said Banbury "is very 
competitively priced compared to Oxford" 
on a per-mile basis, and it gets no 
Government subsidy. 

"Our value credentials are important to 
us but a loss-making company cannot con¬ 
tinue to be so much cheaper than our peer 
group forever." 

A return to London at off-peak times dur¬ 
ing the week and on Saturdays will remain 
at £27.50.

The Government originally planned a 
6.2 per cent average increase but cut this 
as it "recognises the pressures faced by 
businesses and passengers". 

It comes after criticism of Chiltern 
timetable changes that took effect on 
Sunday. 

The firm has replaced two non-stop 
morning services with two that stop at 
Bicester North. 

After meeting Chiltern managing direc¬ 
tor Rob Brighouse, Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry said he had been told the timetable 
took into account the need to accommo¬ 
date a new line from Oxford via Bicester to 
London.

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'Commitment' to driving test centre 


DRIVING test bosses have said they are committed to 
keeping a centre in the Banbury area, after rumours 
the current facility will shut. 

But the Driving Standards Agency refused to 
confirm or deny whether it will shut the West Bar 
Street facility in the town. 

Spokesman Chris Lee said: "The current lease 
expires in March 2013 but we are committed to 
retaining a service in the area." 

He refused to comment further, saying the agency is 


"considering our options". It comes after Banbury MP 
Sir Tony Baldry wrote to the agency over "rumours" 
that the centre will close in March. 

He said: "Wherever the driving test is taken, 
examiners are still needed. 

"So I very much doubt that closing the test centre is 
going to save any money - if at all." 

The centre currently has a three-week waiting time 
for car tests and nine weeks for the motorcycle 
module 2 test.

Housing plans 
both rejected

A DECISION to reject two plans 
for 160 homes in Bloxham has 
been welcomed by the parish 
council. 

Cherwell District Council (CDC) 
rejected plans for 75 homes in 
Barford Road and 85 in Milton 
Road. 

Bloxham Parish Council chairman 
Dave Chapman said: "What charac¬ 
terises Bloxham, particularly the 
centre of the village and its medieval 
heart, is the variety and diversity of 
the housing. 

"To construct large urban housing 
estates on to the edge of the village 
and at the gateways that form 
entrance points is to destroy the spe¬ 
cial nature of our village." 

The parish council launched a 
Keep Bloxham Rural campaign, with 
posters and signs appearing around 
the village. 

The parish council is drawing up a 
neighbourhood development plan to 
set out how villagers want Bloxham 
to develop, he said. 

This is a legal document that the 
district council would have to take 
into account when making planning 
decisions. 

The parish council's concern at 
the meeting last Thursday included 
the impact on flooding and other 
recent development in the village. 

The Banbury Cake last week 
reported that district council head of 
strategic planning and the economy 
Adrian Colwell opposed the plans. 

The homes - on top of 224 built 
since 2001 - would see Bloxham 
contributing "disproportionately" to 
district housing need, he said. 


Oxfordshire County Council - the 
local education authority - did not 
object, saying developers could give 
cash to expand schools. 

But Bicester East district council 
member Rose Stratford told last 
week's meeting that Bloxham, 
Adderbury and Bodicote primaries 
were full. 

She told the CDC's planning com¬ 
mittee: "How far can young children 
be bussed to their school? This is not 
sustainable." 

Bloxham and Bodicote member 
Chris Heath hit back at arguments 
that more homes would bring more 
services. She said: "Having lived in 
Bloxham myself for over 40 years, I 
can most definitely state that we 
have had a lot more housing built in 
the village in that time, but have a 
lot less amenities." 


The Milton Road plan was reject¬ 
ed as the scheme is outside the built- 
up limits of Bloxham and would 
"cause significant harm to the char¬ 
acter and appearance of the coun¬ 
tryside". 

Developer cash could not guaran¬ 
tee adequate infrastructure, the 
committee agreed. 

Gladman Developments said its 
plan for Barford Road would help 
the council meet housing targets and 
Bloxham is one of the "most sustain¬ 
able villages in the district". It was 
not available for comment. 

Peter Frampton - consultant for 
the Milton Road scheme - was also 
not available for comment. Both 
have a right of appeal. 

The final reasons for why the 
committee rejected that plan have 
yet to be announced. 


Five due in court over scrap raids 


METAL dealers at a north 
Oxfordshire scrapyard are among 
20 people charged with 146 
crimes. 

A Thames Valley Police specialist 
team from Operation Symphony 
has interviewed and charged 
dealers and staff linked to five 
scrapyards after raids in May. 

Peter Smith, 68, Tommy Smith, 
36, Joey Smith, 23, Henry Penfold, 
21, and Matthew Miles, 25, were 
arrested after a raid on scrapyard 
Smiths of Bloxham. All were 


charged with attempting to acquire 
and conceal criminal property and 
bailed to appear at Banbury 
Magistrates' tomorrow. 

Senior investigating officer Det 
Insp Rodger Cartwright said: 

"These charges are part of a 
complex investigation that my 
team has been conducting for 
many months. 

"The theft of metal has an 
immense negative impact on 
communities and businesses and 
was a particular risk to the country 


during the Olympic Games. 

"Thieves will target a range of 
metals including lead from roofs 
and utility power cables, resulting 
in damage to buildings and 
businesses, as well as causing 
power cuts. 

"Trading in stolen metal is a very 
profitable business, netting 
substantial profits for thieves and 
handlers and causing other huge 
economic loss. Thanks to police 
activity, it has become a very risky 
business for criminals to be in."

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a Bicester prison worker who 
died when his bicycle was 
involved in a collision with a 
car. 

The devastated family of 48- 
year-old Dave Parris have said the 
father-of-two had "so much to live 
for" and will never be forgotten. 

He died following a collision 
with a silver Ford Escort on the 
A4421 Neunkirchen Way near to 
Langford Village, at about 6pm on 
Tuesday, December 4. 

Two soldiers stopped and per¬ 
formed CPR in an effort to save his 
life, but he was pronounced dead 
at the John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford. 

In a statement, Mr Parris's fami¬ 
ly described "the tragic loss of 
much-loved David, who will be 
dearly missed by family and 
friends". 

They wrote: "Dave was a family 
man who always had time for his 
friends. 

"Dave lived in Banbury until he 
moved to London where he 
attended Kingswood Secondary 
School. 

"Dave married and had two 
beautiful daughters that were 
everything to him. He later joined 
the prison service at Pentonville 
Prison. 

"Three years ago he moved 
back to Banbury and started work 
at Bullingdon Prison and moved 
to Bicester to be near his work. 

"Dave had so much to live for - 
to see his two daughters grow up 
and he had a job he really 
enjoyed doing. 

"He was loved and will never 
be forgotten by his parents, his 
daughters, his brothers and sister. 

"We would like to thank the 
police, ambulance service and all 
the staff at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital." 


Helping ash trees

'Learn lessons from Leon's death' 


THE family of a young 
man found hanged at the 
golf course where he 
lived and worked hope 
his death will act as a 
warning to others. 

An inquest into the 
death of Leon Preedy, 
22, right , ruled that he 
took his own life on July 
10 at Banbury Golf 
Course in Adderbury. 

The inquest heard that 



Mr Preedy had a history 
of mental health issues 
and had left a note. 

After the hearing on 


December 4 at County 
Hall in New Road, 
Oxford, Mr Preedy's 
mum Traci Guy-Smith 
said: "What young peo¬ 
ple can take from what 
Leon did is to realise that 
there are other options, 
rather than getting down 
and giving in." 

The inquest heard that 
Oily Boys, a lawn techni¬ 
cian, called the ambu¬ 


lance at 7.30pm on July 
10 . 

Elizabeth Clarke, 
forensic toxicologist, 
said a low level of 
diazepam and cannabis 
was found in his body. 

Oxfordshire coroner 
Darren Salter recorded a 
verdict of taking his own 
life and said: "How very 
sad it is to lose Leon at a 
very young age."

■ Home for single teenage mums celebrates its 10th anniversary 

'Rachel House has 
turned lives round'

HOMELESS, in debt and strug¬ 
gling with alcohol, single mum 
Edith Mulondo had hit rock bot¬ 
tom. 

But after two years at a centre which 
helps young parents, the 24-year-old 
has turned her life around. 

Rachel House this month celebrates 
10 years of helping more than 200 
women get on to the straight and nar¬ 
row. 

It was set up by Sanctuary Housing 
after concerns about Banbury's teenage 
pregnancy rate, which was twice the 
national average. 

Miss Mulondo said: "I was home¬ 
less. I had no job, I had debts and I had 
a baby. I was a single mum, I had no 
family or friends to turn to. 

"When I came to Rachel House I 
was a little bit scared because I thought 
they take away your independence." 

But she said she received vital sup¬ 
port from the 11 -bed Dashwood Road 
facility, which takes parents aged 16- 
24. 

This included helping her manage

her finances and maintaining a healthy 
lifestyle, said Miss Mulondo, who 
came with son Bentley. 

After getting caught in a circle of 
depression, drinking and sleeping on 
friends' sofas, she said the centre gave 
her a new lease of life. 

"I am free of those now. I have 
learned how to live independently, I 
have gained a lot of confidence and 
self-esteem. 

"Some of the girls don't take the 
chance on Rachel House but I have 
been telling them 'look at me, Rachel 
House has transformed me into some¬ 
body who has hope'." 

Now Miss Mulondo has moved into 
a Sanctuary home and has another son, 
four-month-old Brayden. 

She is also taking a degree in youth 
and charity work at Ruskin College, 
Oxford, alongside volunteering in the 
Bretch Hill area of Banbury. 

The centre - which is funded by 
Oxfordshire County Council - provides 


24/7 on-site support for residents, who 
stay an average six to 12 months. 

Local service manager Louise 
Powell said: "When I first met Edith she 
was very worried about coming here. 

"She was quite shy and nervous and 
we have seen her really flourish." 

The centre helps mums who would 
otherwise struggle to maintain tenan¬ 
cies because of issues like antisocial 
behaviour, she said. 

Many have been through the care 
system or abusive relationships, while 
others have fallen out with their par¬ 
ents. 

She said: "By coming somewhere 
like this it has helped to address those 
problems. 

"We would only move people out 
when they can demonstrate independ¬ 
ence." 

The centre has a "near 100 per cent 
success rate" and a waiting list of about 
15, she added. 

Residents - who have to be referred 
by Cherwell District Council - pay a 
service charge of £7.08 a week and 
have shared kitchen and play facilities.

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■ Former Banbury woman beaten to death in odd-job man's caravan 


Brutal killer faces 
30 years in prison 



Jennifer Hume 


A NATIONAL Front sympathiser 
who beat a grandmother to death 
in his caravan will serve a mini¬ 
mum of 30 years in prison. 

Stewart Dale said he did not know 
why he punched and kicked Jennifer 
Hume, formerly of Banbury, uncon¬ 
scious, before battering her with a light 
fitting and then using a cosh and knife. 

The 28-year-old even tried to cut off 
her right hand, Guildford Crown Court 
heard during a four-day trial that came 
to an end on December 6. 

A jury of nine men and three women 
took just over half an hour to return a 
unanimous guilty verdict to murder. 

Judge Christopher Critchlow, jailing 
the odd-job man, said: "What you did 
to Jennifer Hume was some of the worst 
violence that any court or jury may be 
unfortunate enough to hear." 

Describing the defendant's actions as 
sadistic and "wholly inappropriate bru¬ 
tality", the judge offered jurors exemp¬ 
tion for life from serving again if they 
wanted.

Police officers and forensics experts 
were stunned by the horror that met 
them at the scene, with a blood spatter 
expert determining that "fierce and 
ferocious blows" had been used on the 
55-year-old victim. 

The jury had heard how the defen¬ 
dant and victim had been out drinking 
with others in Oxford on May 1 7. 

They ended up taking a taxi back to 
Dale's home, at Prospect Park caravan 
site, in Horspath. 

He claimed that while there they 
went to bed and tried but failed to have 
sex, after which she grabbed hold of his 
genitals and pulled them hard. 

Her actions made him feel scared 
and threatened. 

After adjusting a blind in the bed¬ 
room, he began raining down punches 
and kicks on Mrs Hume, of Hamel 
Walk, Oxford. 

Dale denied murder but admitted 
manslaughter by way of loss of control. 


After the verdict, prosecutor Ann 
Evans told the court Dale had a previ¬ 
ous conviction from 2007, relating to 
two separate incidents, when he used 
racially threatening or abusive words or 
behaviour while at marches with the 
far-right National Front. 

She read excerpts from statements 
made by the victim's family. 

Mrs Hume's daughter Claire said: "I 
wish to express my desire to talk to 
mum. 

"I wish I could hold her and tell her I 
love her, or send her a text message and 
get a reply. 

"This will never happen." 

The victim's brother, Billy, who was 
the only relation "strong enough" to 
endure the trial, said: "If there is any 
form of justice, his life should be taken 
away. 

"He's been in court saying he killed 
my sister and I can't do anything about 
it. I feel useless." 

Nicholas Rhodes QC, for the 
defence, offered no mitigation as he 
said he could find none.

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School catering worker exposed himself on first day 


A SCHOOL caterer who lied about his 
criminal past to get a job, exposed him¬ 
self on his first day at work. 

Luke Blencowe did not mention his 
previous convictions when he took the 
job with the catering contractors at 
Kingham Hill School in May. 

The independent boarding and day 
school in Kingham, near Chipping 
Norton, teaches boys and girls aged 11- 
19. 

Blencowe, of Hill Rise, Great Rol I right, 
exposed his genitals there on Monday, 
June 11, Banbury Magistrates' Court 
heard. 


But after being sacked by caterering 
firm Holroyd Howe he went on to expose 
himself in Banbury in July and in 
Headington, Oxford, in September. 

Kingham Hill School refused to say 
where on the premises the incident hap¬ 
pened and what Blencowe's job was. 

But school spokesman Steve King said: 
"Luke Blencowe was briefly employed by 
Holroyd Howe, the external company 
that provides the school's catering servic¬ 
es. 

"He was arrested on Tuesday, June 12, 
on suspicion of indecent exposure. This 
followed an incident on the school site 


during Monday, June 11. The school acted 
swiftly, liaising with the police and with 
Luke Blencowe's employer." 

Ronan Harte, managing director of 
Holroyd Howe, apologised for the inci¬ 
dent, but moved to reassure parents. 

He said: "I can confirm that the indi¬ 
vidual concerned was employed by us 
but was instantly dismissed when we 
became aware of his actions. 

"We place the highest priority on the 
safety and wellbeing of children at the 
schools where we operate. 

"We are extremely sorry for any dis¬ 
tress caused." 


Blencowe admitted intentionally 
exposing his genitals at the school, again 
in Calthorpe Street, Banbury, on July 30, 
and in Headington, on September 24. 

He also admitted fraud after failing to 
disclose his previous convictions to gain 
paid employment. 

He was sentenced at Banbury 
Magistrates' Court on October 26, and 
magistrates ordered the 22-year-old be 
admitted and detained at Vista Healthcare 
Independent Hospital in Hampshire. 

He was also made to sign the sex 
offenders' register for the next seven 
years.

■ Family pays tributes to mother-of-two 

Husband faces 
murder charge

THE husband of Bicester beau¬ 
tician Janee Parsons sobbed in 
the dock when he appeared at 
Oxford Crown Court accused of 
her murder. 

Relatives of both Andrew Parsons, 
right , who plays football for a team 
in Banbury, and Janee, 31, sat in the 
public gallery as the 38-year-old 
made his second court appearance 
of the day on December 4. 

Earlier he had spoken only to con¬ 
firm his name and age in a short 
appearance at Oxford Magistrates' 
Court just after 10am. 

He was charged with murdering 
his wife after the mother-of-two's 
body was found in the family's 
home in Lucerne Avenue, Bicester, 
on Saturday, December 1. 

Easington Social player Parsons, 
who appeared in court wearing a 
dark blazer and red shirt, could be 
seen wiping away tears as he sat in 
the dock. 


He did not 
apply for bail and 
was remanded in 
custody until 
Monday, 

February 11, 
when he will be 
asked to enter a 
plea. 

Members of 
Mr Parsons' family also shed tears 
and cried out as he was led away by 
court guards. 

Mrs Parsons died from stab 
wounds following reports of a distur¬ 
bance at the couple's home at just 
after 10am. 

Despite attempts to resuscitate 
her she was declared dead at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford. 

Mrs Parsons' family paid tribute to 
their "gift from God". 

The mother-of-two was born in 
Texas in the USA, and lived with Mr 
Parsons and their two children 
Owen, eight, and Max, five. 

Her mother Mary Brady said: 
"Janee made me laugh and cry and 
was one of the brightest lights in my 


life. She was a wonderful mother 
and was a tireless worker. I will 
deeply miss her and cherish her as 
the great gift from God that she was. 

"She always wanted to be the best 
and smartest at everything she did. 
She very rarely took 'no' for an 
answer and her attention to detail 
was easily seen through her children 
and her career." 

Phil Brady, her adopted father, 
added: "Janee left a huge impact on 
everyone she met, whether an 
acquaintance or myself, her father 
for 27 years. 

"There will never be a day in my 
life that Janee will not be missed." 

And her father John Jacks said: 
"She was a child who never disap¬ 
pointed me and was very honest and 
loyal. I now have a tremendous hole 
in my heart." 

Her sister Jocelyn Brady said: 
"She was the most passionate, viva¬ 
cious and magnetic person I've ever 
known. 

"A piece of me died the day she 
died."

HERE is a moment early in 
The Hobbit: An 
Unexpected Journey when 
Gandalf The Grey (Sir Ian 
McKellen) turns to diminutive 
hero Bilbo Baggins (Martin 
Freeman) and counsels: "All 
good stories deserve 
embellishment." 

Director Peter Jackson and co¬ 
writers Fran Walsh, Philippa Boyens 
and Guillermo del Toro have taken 
the wise wizard's words to heart and 
embellished JRR Tolkien's novel to 
the point of creative obesity. 

Visually stunning flashbacks, 
which fail to advance the plot, are 
roughly hewn into a sprawling narra¬ 
tive that doesn't kick into second 
gear for a good 45 minutes. 

In the first deviation from the text, 
Jackson opens his picture at Bag End 
with the elderly Bilbo (Ian Holm) 
penning a book to his cousin Frodo 
(Elijah Wood). 

We rewind 60 years to meet Bilbo 
(Freeman) in the Shire as he encoun¬ 
ters Gandalf (McKellen) and a 13- 


strong company of dwarves, who 
intend to reclaim their lost gold from 
the dragon Smaug in his mountain 
lair. 

After a sleepless night, Bilbo 
agrees to accompany dwarf leader 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) and his troops on their 
perilous mission. 

"Axe or sword - what is your 
weapon of choice?" Thorin asks 
Bilbo. 

"Well, I do have some skills with 
conkers," meekly replies the hobbit. 

En route, the brave souls 
encounter elvish allies including 
Elrond (Hugo Weaving) and 
Galadriel (Cate Blanchett), as well as 
wretched Gollum (Andy Serkis) and 
the corpulent Goblin King (Barry 
Humphries). 

The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey reunites Jackson with cast 
and crew of the Lord Of The Rings 
trilogy including cinematographer 
Andrew Leslie and composer 
Howard Shore. 

The writer-director employs the 
same visual lexicon: sweeping aerial 
shots of characters traipsing over 
New Zealand landscapes, close-ups 
of ethereal figures in deep contem¬ 
plation. 

Nerve-wracking scenes with 
Gollum are undoubtedly the high¬ 
light of this opening salvo. 

An hour of substance is bloated to 
166 minutes of digital trickery and 
breathless action sequences includ¬ 
ing a protracted chase through the 
subterranean lair of the goblins. 

One plot strand, involving a 
Necromancer gaining power in his 
stronghold at Dol Guldur, dangles

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Novel addition to 


city car market 


By David Duffy 


IF the Skoda Citigo was a book and 
you were to judge it by its cover you 
might easily dismiss it as a light¬ 
weight paperback with little real 
substance. 

But while this compact hatchback 
is no heavyweight tome, there is a 
lot more to it than meets the eye. 

The sixth model in Skoda's line¬ 
up, priced from about £7,600, it is 
the Czech car maker's first city car. 
That in itself is something of a mis¬ 
nomer, as the spacious little car is 
much more capable than simply 
being used as a city runabout. 

All models use a 1.0-litre, three- 
cylinder petrol engine. The three- 
door test model had the 60 horse¬ 
power stop-start version, which, as 
we will see, is more than capable of 
whizzing you around the country¬ 
side, but there is also a 75 horse¬ 
power version for folk who want a 
little extra punch. 

As its name suggests, the car, just 
given What Car? magazine's green 
supermini award, is among the most 
compact models in its sector and 
perfect for sprinting around town, 
slipping into less-than-generous 
parking spaces and generally mak¬ 
ing itself useful in tight spots. 

While it is small on the outside, it 
is more than capable of carrying 
four adults and has a deep, and sur¬ 
prisingly large, boot. If you want 


more load space, then simply pull 
the handles on the rear seats and 
fold both of them flat to give more 
than enough space to handle, in my 
case, a sizeable pile of fishing tack¬ 
le, including a pair of 6ft 6in-long 
rods, while still leaving ample space 
for a large passenger. 

The little car effortlessly absorbed 
a 300-mile day return trip to Dorset 
without drama, leaving me feeling 
completely unfazed. The good news 
on the engine front is that it happily 
cruises at up to 60mph on cross¬ 
country roads, while still delivering 
60mpg fuel consumption. 

As this was a solo trip, a welcome 
high-tech companion on the journey 
was the so-called Personal 
Infotainment Device, a dashboard- 
mounted, smartphone-sized touch¬ 
screen device, that delivers every¬ 
thing from colour satnav, complete 
with directions from the slightly offi¬ 
cious, posh-sounding 'Henry' [I

I SUBARU has confirmed a new version of 


the Forester SUV for next year, with a 
choice of three engines and two 
gearboxes.

Usedcarscene 


'Business as usual' for car trade values 


RESEARCH for CAP Black Book 
Live reveals it's "business as 
usual" for trade values as the 
year draws to a close. 

Reporting on market conditions at 
the end of November, Black 
Book Live noted that the 
weekly fluctuations in trade 
values over the course of the 
month had largely been in line 
with typical winter seasonal 
performance. 

Fuelled by a level of retail 
consumer demand on the 
forecourt that has remained 
constant all year, dealer 
appetite for high-quality three- 
year-old cars is strong. 

But those "ready to retail" cars are 
increasingly rare as the market 
is flooded with ex-fleet cars up 


to 50 months old and with high 
mileages. Those cars attract 
high preparation costs for 
dealers, which eats too far into 
margins for comfort. 

These factors are reflected in the 
auction hall where some cars 
that failed to sell first time are 
being re-entered anything up to 
four times before an 
acceptable bid is received. 

However, dealers are still buying 
stock in preparation for the 
traditional January surge in 
retail activity, according to 
Black Book Live. 

But there are signs that CAP's 

original expectations that trade 
prices would perform strongly 
until at least the middle of next 
year may have to be revised. 


CAP's Mike Hind says: "Our view 
now is that the only restraint 
on a substantial rise in values 
during the first part of 2013 is 
pre-registrations and the 
pressure on prices created by a 
super-abundance of late plate 
cars. While we continue to 
expect prices to rise into 
January, we are no longer as 
confident as we were that 
values will continue to increase 
into the summer. 

"This may be good news for hard- 
pressed dealers but fleet and 
contract hire disposers - and 
anyone else selling their cars 
into the trade - need to be 
aware that the on-going level 
of pre-registration activity will 
inevitably impact the market."
